BUTTERFLIES Part 2 
This month —- MOUNTING & STORING 
After you return from the field trip and you wish to mouat the insect 
straight from the killing jar the wings are stili pliabl> », but Lf you 
have had the insect in a wax envelope for some time it st be relaxed 
in a tin or jar mush the same as the killing gar, except the cotton woot 
is dampened with water and an anti~mould spi2 such as Glen-2C, The 
insect should be ieft in this for at least 2:4 hours, 
To prepare the insect for mounting first perce the thorax -rith a pis 
a glass headed one is mich easier to handle, Now the wext step is to 
pin the insect to the mounting board, which is made out of a piicet of 
% to 3 inch thick polystyrene foam with a groove varying between z to 4 
inch wide, and the same deep, Put the pin in the centre of the groove 
until the wings are flush with the top of the foam and with the aa of 
tweezers spread the wings ( or for a beetle, the legs). Strips of 2-to 
3 inch tissue are used to hold down and spread the wings in place,
